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Ainendnients to the Claims : 

1. (Currently Amended) A method comprising: 

altering portions of a text of an original version of a digital document to produce a 
revised version of the digital document in which the text is shorter than the text of the original 
documen t, the altering including segmenting the digital docu m^t mtn subdocuments, the 
altering being done based on a set of at least one preference* the set of at least one preference 
being associated with a device and independent of an association with the digital document, 

receiving over a communication channel a request for the digital document from the 
device, and 

transmitting a subdocument of the r evised version over the communication chaimel in 
response to the request, 

wherein the transmitted subdoc" Tn<>ftr inr.l ndes a link to an adjacent subdocument . 

2. (Original) The mettiod of Claim 1 in which altering portions of the text includes 
applying more than one transformation selectively to the text. 

3. (Qrigtoal) The method of Claim 1 also including selecting transformations to be 
applied to the text as part of the altering step, based on preferences associated with the device. 

4. (Original) The method of Claim 3 in which the preferences are associated with 
the device based on a unique identifier of the device. 

5. (Original) The method of Claim 3 in which the preferences are stored in advance 
of the request for a document, 

6. (Original) The method of Claim 3 in which the preferences are stored in a 
database associated with a server. 
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7. (Original) The method of Claim 3 in which the preferences are indicated by the 
user through the interface of the device. 

8. (Origrual) The method of Claim 3 in which the preferences are indicated by the 
user through the interface of a device other than the device from which the request for the digital 
document is made. 

9. (Original) The method of Claim 3 in which the preferences are indicated on a 
form provided Scorn a server, 

10. (Original) The method of Claim 3 in which preferences are stored for each device 
ftom which requests for documents may be recdved. 

1 1 . (Original) The method of Claim 3 in which preferences arc stored for each type 
of device from which requests for documents may be received. 

1 2. (Qrigmal) The method of Claim 3 in which the preferences are stored on the 

device. 

13. (Original) The method of Claim 3 in which the preferences are stored on the 
device using a cookie mechanism. 

14. (Original) The method of Claim 1 in which the altering depends on the type of 
the device, 

15. (Original) The method of Claim 14 also including receiving information from the 
device identifying the type of device. 
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16. (Original) The method of Claim 1 in which the altering is performed ai a proxy 

server, 

17. (Original) The mefthod of Claim 1 in which the altering is performed at an origin 

server. 

18. (Original) The method of Claim 1 in which the device comprises a device that is 
not configured to display the entire document at one time. 

19. (Original) The method of Claim 18 In which the device comprises a personal 
digital assistance, a hand-held device, or a telephone. 

20. (Original) The method of Claim 1 in which the altering comprises date 
compression. 

21 . (Original) The method of Claim 1 in which the altering comprises word 
abbreviation. 

22. (Original) The method of Claim 1 ui which the altering comprises reducing the 
size of an image included in the original document. 

23 . (Original) The method of Claim 22 in which the reducing Includes image 
compression, rcsampliug, or conversion finom color to black and-white. 

24. (Original) The method of Claim 1 in which the digital document comprises a web 

page. 
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25. (Currently Amended) The method of Claim 1 also inclading scgmenting -the 
digital document into pubdocmnents^ and -transmitting fewer than all of the subdocuments in 
response to the request. 

26. (Cuirently Amended) A method comprisrng: 

maintaioing a database that defines a pliurality of sets of at least one preference, wherein 
the sets of at least one preference are associated with different client devices and are independent 
of an association with a web page, aad wherein the sets of at least one preference define 
preferred alterations to be perfomied on fiiU web pages requested by respective client devices 
that axe not configured to display full web pages, the alterations making the documents more 
suitable for display on the respective chent devices^and 

wherein the alterations include segmenting a fiill webnage in to subdocuments. at least 
one of the subdocuments incli idin <> a link tn an ad jacent subdocumenL 

27. (Cuirently Amended) A method comprising: 

obtaining from a client device a set of at least one preference with respect to preferred 
alterations to be performed on full documents requested by the chent device that is not 
configured to display the full documents, and 

associating the set of preferences with the client device in a database, the set being 
associated with the chent device independent of an association with a document^ 

wherein ttie alterations include segmenting a full document into subdocuments, at least 
one of the subdocur n^tfi incl uding a link to an adjacent subH rt<-.imieiit. 

28. (Currently Amended) A method comprising: 

creating content for web pages to be served to types of client devices that are not 
configured to display fhll web pages, and 

storing a plurality of sets of at least one preference defining at least one transformation 
that is to be made to the full web pages to make them suitable for display on the cUent devices, 
the stored sets of preferences each being associated with a respective device independent of an 
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association with a web page, and defining at least one ttansformation to be made to full web 
pages requested by that respective device^ 

wherein the at least one transfoimation includes sejgmenting a full web page into 
subdocuments, at least one of the transmitted subdocuments inf lii^iTtp; a l ink to an adjacent 
subdocument 

29. (Previously Presented) The method of claim 1 in which the digital document 
comprises an e-mail. 

30. (Previously Prescaited) The method of clakn 1 in which altering portions of a text 
comprises altering portions of a text based on preferences associated wifli a device and 
independent of an association with the digital document. 

3 1 . (Previously Presented) The method of claim 1 in which altering pordons of a text 
comprises altering portions of a text based on preferences related to at least one capability of the 
device. 

32. (Previously Presented) The method of claim 1 iti which altering portions of a text 
comprises altering portions of a text based on preferences related to at least one capability of the 
device, and independent of a relation to an ability of a user of the device, 

33. (Currently Amended) A network entity comprising: 

a processor capable of receiving a set of at least one preference for altering digital 
documents to be displayed by a device, wherein the set of at least one preference is associated 
with the device and independent of an association with a digital document, 

wherein the processor is enable of altering at least a portion of an original version of a 
digital docimient based upon the set of at least one preference to thereby produce a revised 
version of the digital document, and wherein the processor is capable of producing the revised 
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version of the digital document such that the device is capable of displaying the revised version^ 
and 

wherein altering at least a portion of the original version of the digital do cument includes 
fle gmgntrng the digita l Hnrnmen t into apluralitv of subdocaments . at least one of the 
subdocuments including a linlc to an adjacent subdocument the re vised version of the digital 
rlrtrjiment inr.lnHinp ; the subdo ^n-mentg, 

34. (Previously Presented) A network entity according to Claim 33, wherein the 
network entity comprises an origin server, and wherein the processor is capable of transmitting 
the revised version of the digital document to the device after producing the revised version. 

35. (Previously Presented) A network entity according to Claim 33, wherein the 
processor is capable of receiving the original version of the digital document from an origin 
server in response to the origin server receiving a request for the digital document to be 
displayed by a device, the original version of the digital document being independent of an 
association with a preference for altering at least a pordon of the original version to thereby 
produce the revised version. 

36. (Previously Presented) A network entity according to Claim 35, wherein the 
network entity comprises a proxy server, and wherein the processor is capable of transmitting the 
revised version of the digital document to the device after producing fte revised version. 

37. (Previously Presented) A network entity according to Claim 35, wherein the 
network entity comprises a device, and wherein the processor is capable of driving a display to 
present the revised version of the digital document after producing the revised version. 

38. (pTwiously Presented) A network entity according to Claim 33, wherein the set 
of at least one preference is associated with the device based on a umque identifier of the device* 
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39. (Previously Presented) A network entity according to Claim 33, wherein the set 
of at least one preference is associated with a type of device and independent of an association 
with a digital document, and wherein the processor is enable of receiving the set of at least one 
preference based on the type of device for which the revised version of the digital document is 
produced. 

40. (Currently Amended) A network entity according to Claim 33, wherein the 
processor is capable of altering at least a portion of the original version of th e digital documont 
irioluding segmenting th e digital dooumont into a plurality of Gubdocum e ntc, tfao revisod version 
of the digital document including th e subdoGum e nts^ and 

w^h e rein th e proe ess eg is capabl e of t ransmitting a portion of the subdocuments to the 

device, and retaining the remaining portion of the subdocuments, after producing the revised 
version.

42. (Currently amended) A network entity according to Claim 40-44-. wherein at least 
one subdocument transmitted to the device includes the link such that, upon selection of the link, 
the processor is capable of r^^ving a request for the adjacent subdocument, and transmitting the 
adjacent subdocument to the device. 

43 . (Currently Amended) A computer program product comprising at least one 
computer-readable storage medium having computer-readable program code portions stored 
therein, the computer-readable program code portions comprising: 

a first executable portion for receiving a set of at least one preference for altering digital 
documents to be displayed by a device, wherein the set of at least one preference is associated 
with the device and independent of an association with a digital docimient; and 

a second executable portion for altering at least a portion of an original version of a 
digital doctiment based upon the set of at least one preference to thereby produce a revised 
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veorsion of the digital documentj, wherein the second executable portion is adapted to produce the 
revised version of the digital document such that the device is capable of displaying the revised 
versio n, the second executable portion beittg adapted to alter at leagt a portion of the orisdnal 
version of tfae digital document including segmenting the digital document into a plurality of 
subdocuments wherernat least one of the poition of subdocuments includes a link to an adjacent 
subdocument, the revised version of the digital document including the subdocuments . 

44. (Previously Presents!) A computer program product according to Claim 43, 
wherein the computer program product is adapted for operation by an origm server, and wherein 
the computer program product further comprises: 

a third executable portion for transmitting the revised version of the digital document to 
the device after producing the revised version. 

45. (Previously Presented) A computer program product according to Claim 43, 
wherein the first and second executable portions are adapted for operation by a network entity, 
and wherein the computer program product fiirther comprises: 

a third executable portion for receiving a request for the distal document to be displayed 
by a device, wherein the third executable portion is ad^ted for operation by an origin server, and 
wherein the third executable portion is ad^ted to transmitting the original version of the digital 
document to the network entity, die original version of the digital documcait being independent 
of an association with a preference for altering at least a portion of the original version to thereby 
produce the revised version. 

46. (Previously Presented) A computer program product according to Claim 45, 
wherein the network entity comprises a proxy server, and wherein the computer program product 
further comprises: 

a fourth executable portion for transmitting the revised version of the digital docximent to 
the device after the second executable portion, produces the revised version, the fourth executable 
portion being adapted for operation by the proxy server. 
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47. (Previously Presented) A computer program product according to Claim 45, 
wherein the network entity comprises a device, and wherein liie computer program product 
further coTXiprises: 

a fourth executable portion for displaying the revised version of the digital document 
after the second executable portion produces the revised version, the fourth executable portion 
being adapted for operation by the device. 

48. (Previously Presented) A computer program product according to Claim 43, 
wherein the set of at least one preference is associated with the device based on a unique 
identifier of the device, 

49. (Previously Presented) A computer program product according to Claim 43, 
wherein the set of at least one preference is associated with a type of device and independent of 
an association with a digital document, and wherein the first executable portion is adapted to 
receive the set of at least one preference based on the type of device for which the revised 
version of the digital document is produced, 

50. (Currently Amended) A computer program product according to Claim 43, 
wherein the second executable portion is adapt e d to alter at l e ain a portion of the original vere iw 
ol ^ thc - digital document including segm e nting the digital document into a plijrality of 
gubdocum e ntSy th e resds e d version of Hlq digital dooumcnfe " iffl€ i udiBg the ' Subdooume atSraad: 
wherein th e computer program product further comprises: 

a third executable portion adapted to transmit for transmitting a portion of the 
subdocuments to the device, and retaining retain t he remaining portion of the subdocuments, 
after the second executable portion produces the revised version.

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52. (Cuirently Amended) A computer program product accordiag to Claim 50^, 
wherein al least one subdocuitient transmitted by the third executable portion to the device 
includes the link such that, upon selection of the link, the third executable portion is further 
capable of receiving a request for the adjacent subdocument, and transmitting the adjacent 
subdocimient to the device. 

53. (New) The method of claim 1, wherein the segmenting subdocument? comprises: 
determining a maximum document size penrdssible by the device; 

converting the digital document into a specific markup language document; and 
dividing the specific markiq) language document into a mmiber of segments of a 
predetermined length. 

54. (New) The method of claim 53, wherein the number of segments is determined 
by dividing a size of the digital docimient by the maximum document size peraussible by the 
device. 
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
